Art Hannold, so they tell 


you, was born in the saddle 
and cut his teeth on a six-gun. 


Fifty years aj?o his father, 


Old Man John Hannold, set- 
tled in the Big Bend country 
of West Texas when the In- 
dians still raided and long be- 
fore Mexican bandits such as 
Candalario Baeza became a 
menace to honest ranchers. 


Ten years later Art Hannold arriv- 


ed on the scene. His parents lived in 
a crude cabin in the shadow of the 
towering Chisos mountains, near what 
is now San Vicente, Texas, and miles 
from the nearest human habitation. 


Art Hannold could ride a horse be- 


fore he could talk. It is even said 
that Old Man Hannold placed a six- 
gun in his baby son's hand before his 
mother took him out of diapers, just 
to show her that she had a man child. 


He grew to manhood on his father's 


r<ftiChv nowonc' of • the largvit- 
Big Bend, the nation's last fron- 
He learned to rope steers before 


he learned his A B C's, and with a 
pistol he could pepper a target at 50 
paces. 


Courage Grew With Years 


His reputation for courage and 


square dealing increased 
with 
his 


years and spread far and wide over 
the sparsely-settled and almost prim- 
itive area. If a poll was taken in the 
Big Bend country to select the best 
he-man, the best representative if the 
traditions and ideals of the old south- 
west, Art Hannold probably would be 
the choice in this rountry where men 
are men. 


Today Art Hannold is in the prime 


of life. He is small in stature, as men 
go, but what he lacks in size is more 
than made up in other ways. His face 
is tanned to the color of buckskin and 
his eyes, even when they smile, have 
a look that seems to mean business. 


Brought up in the saddle and with 


a gun in his hand, he has seen the 
struggle of the pioneers with the wil- 
derness and played no small part in 
that strupglc himself. Many times lie- 
has set out alone from his father's 
ranch house and taken the trail for 
days at a (ime to search for moun- 
tain lions and panthers that had been 
A&jlroying cattle. Many a black and 
^rown bear such as live in the moun- 
tains of tho Big Bend lias fallen un- 
der his deadly aim. 


Marked for Vengeance 


With a reputation for utter fearless- 


ness and a willingness to go to any 
risks to preserve law and order in a 
wild country, it seems logical enough 
that Art Hannold should bo the man 
upon whom the bandit Candalario 
and his lieutenant,

Angeles on March 1, 1933. Two vcmvictions and two indictments resulted 
from the abduction nf Charles lioctlchcr, Jr., al Denver, Colo., on Feb- 
ruary 12, lint no one was arrested for the capture of Peter Myers, 
Jr., ut Warren, Ohio, on March I. The spiriting away of youthful 
Jerome l('actor at Chicago on April 12 was followed on July 1 by the 
disappearance of his father, John (Jake the Barber) Factor, who still 
is missing. Meanwhile, al Harwich, Mass., on May 2, little Margaret 
McMath had been kidnaped from school (a neighbor was convicted of 
the crime); on May 27, Mary McElroy, daughter of the Kansas CUy 
City Manager, was abducted (four alleged kidnapers are awaiting 
trial); and on June 15, at SI. Paul, Minn., William Ilumiu was kidnap- 
ed—and returned three days Inter— by captors who demanded $100,000 
ransom. Most recent kidnaping victims are 24-year-old John J. O'Con- 
iit II, member of a politically dominant family at Albany, N. Y., who 
vanished on July 7, and August Lucr, aged banker of Alton, 111.', who 
dfeuppcured on July 10. Both of the latter still are missing.

They Tell of National

graphy, Heroes 


When General Italo Balbo 


lands his 24 Italian seaplane; 
at the Chicago World Fair 
Saturday after a 6,100-mile 
flight front Rome, stamp col 
lectors will make a rush for 
approximately 10,000 pieces 
of mail. The Rev. Thomas 
Brewester, First Presbyterian 
pastor, told Hope Rotary club 
Friday noon at Hotel Barlow. 


Not only is stamp-collecting one of 


the oldest and most fascinating of hob- 
bies, but it helps finance such gigan- 
tic expeditions as Mussolini's sending 
of a tentative armada to the United 
States, the speaker said. 


Every government, he'said, orders 


speical issues of stamps commemorat- 
ing special events, and co-operating 
with collectors whose paid mail is an 
important item in offsetting even the 
cost of a trans-Atlantic flight. 


No Child's Game 


The speaker said: 
"If you think stamp-collecting 


child's game you are very much mis- 
taken. It can be as intricate and dif- 
dicult as a problem in theology. I 
have ,been a stamp-collector since I 
was 9. There are probably a million 
collectors in America alone—and this 
hobby supports a host of magazines 
and clubs .that appeal to collectors all 
over the world. 


"Postage stamps tell me the pictor- 


ial history of a nation.- I can- follow- 
in a stamp collection the major part 
'of American history from 1845 down 
to the Chicago Century of Progress 
Exposition for which special stamps 
have been issued in 1933. 


"Stamps tell me the geography of 


a nation. 


"They tell me what relations a na- 


tion has with other countries. Not 
all the faces on United States stamps 
are American faces. One issue bears 
the face of General Pulaski, Polish 
hero who helped us in the Revolution. 
Another has the face of Baron von 
Steuben. And last year, the bicen- 
tennial (1932) of the birth of George 
Washington, Poland 
commemorated 


this American with a special issue of 
Polish stamps. 


"Stamps tell me of the scientific 


and industrial development of a na- 
tion, and the nature of its products. 


"They fascinate me also as a fine 


work of the engraver. Fu^ a postage

pelled to stop the clergyman. "I told

wharf with five of his officers. Smil- 
ing and happy, he greeted the of- 
ficials lined up waiting to receive 
him. 


After an official welcome had been 


extended, the party of Italian aviators 
came into the city by automobile. 


A welcoming 
message 
from the 


Dominion of Canada was rtad by Dr. 
J. Clarence Webster, chairman of the 
General Reception Committee. 


The city was decoarted with British 


and Italian flags and bunting and 
thousands of visitors 
were 
on the 


streets. 


Immediate refueling of the squadron 


was begun by 24 dories which carried 
gasoline. 


The next stage of the flight is to 


Montreal, a distance of 600 miles. From 
there the final stage of the trip lies 
to Chicago, 870 miles away.

port trade, and the gold-standard n$ 
tions represented by France, Italy and 
smaller European countries. 


The French, owners of the largest 


per-capita gold supply in the world, 
demanded that currency-exchange- 
value be stabilized between nations. 
-. 


England and the United States, 


which have deliberately cheapened 
the pound and the dollar with respect \ 
to the French franc, refused to matt 
this demand. 


Britain Started It

British exports gained at the ex- 


pense of American trade, and this 
spring the United States went off gold 
in retaliation. The dollar dropped to 
be between 70 and M cents of par in 
terms of European currency.

American move shot the British pound 
back up to $4.70, against par H87- 
practically offsetting the advantage 
obtained by the British in September, 
1931, with regard to the United States, 
but maintaining a trade advantage lor 
America and Britain against the gold 
countries, which was the fly in tne 
ointment at the London conference 
for France and the other gold coun- 
tries.

Three lessons of this quarter's series 


in Old Testament character studies ore 
devoted to Women. 


We think of women's emancipation 


as tmvihg taken place in our o\vn day, 
ahd for the most part We look but 
over a record In history 
which 
Is 


mainly brie of n virtual enslavement 
in .which wotfien have not only been 
heavy buKldn-beRrcrs, but in which 
they huvt also been in subjection, 
With litlls plnce or influence, except 
the imm'ehse Influence that the.v hwve 
exercised through motherhood and the 
training of the young. 


This, however, is not 
the 
whole 


story. There are students of primitive 
life who maintain that the clew to 
the early history Of the race is In the 
power exercised by womiin, and evert 
in periods where women generally 
had little part in public life or activ- 
ities there havti emerged great fig- 
ures Whose personality and influence' 
were strong enough to burs' oill bar- 
riers 6f limitation either of sex br of 
custom. 


Such a woman was Deborah. 
We do not know a great deal about 


the details of her life. What wo have 
is a dramatic portrayal of her in her 
strength of character and her fofcC- 
fulness in action, though we ure not 
told just how she came to be wh'nt 
she was. 


Deborah was a prophtess. In some 


way she had convinced the pedple of 
her wisdom and her strength of char- 
acter. and the palm tree under which 
she dwelt in the hill 
country 
of 


Ephraim became a place where Un- 
people sought judgment. 


Whether she had been formally ap- 


pointed judge in Israel, or whether 
sher sheer strength of character had 
elevated her naturally into that place, 
we do not know, but she was the most 
vigorous character in Israel and the 
savior of her people in a time of 
crisis. 


In striking contrast with Deborah's 


strength was the weakness and care- 
lessness of the people. Through their 
moral slackness evil came upon them. 
Slscra ,the captain of the host of 
Jabin, kinp of Canaan, had 900 char- 
iots of iron, and for 20 years he har- 
assed and oppressed these slack and 
craven Israelites, weakened by their 
sin and indifference. 


Cut of this situation of distress and 


peril to her people, Deborah emerg- 
ed as their hope and their leadfer. 


She sent for Barak, a man in Whom 


she discerned the qualities of a lead- 
er, and she ordered him to father a 
company of men to Mount Tabor While 
she, with strategy, would lure Sisera 
and his army into a situation Where 
' Barak could effectively attack them. 


Here emerges a slrange situation 


that emphasizes the character and in- 
fluence of Deborah. Barak flatly re- 
fused to go unless Deborah respond- 
ed that she would go, but that Barak 
would lose all the honor through see- 
in? Sisera sold into the hand of a 
woman. 


However, with Deborah's support 


Barak sprang into action. He gath- 
ered 10,000 men to Tabor, and De- 
borah went up. And the rest of the 
lesson is the song of Deborah and Ba- 
rak rejoicing in the victory that came 
to them.

They mount- 
ed their horses and set out. 


Bed rolls slung across the backs of 


saddles, rifles in the slings and six- 
shooters at their sides they rode into 
Bouquillas a few hours later to in- 
quire if Don Juan Sada and his wife, 
Chata. had seen anything of Han- 
nold's horses. 


Don Juan and Chata are veterans 


of the Rio Grande country. Don Juan 
once was captured by Mexican ban- 
dits and held for ransom, $500 being 
paid for his release. Chata, born and 
reared in the Big Bend country, has a

Don Juan ahd Chata knew nothing 


of the stolen horses, so Hannold and

ting a verbal permit from the Mexi- 
can government authorities at Bou- 
quillas to enter the country under 
arms. 


That was exactly what old Can- 


dalario had hoped Hannold and Rol- 
lins would not do. Mexican law says 
lhat a person entering the country 
under arms may be shot unless a per- 
mit is first obtained. The wily Can- 
dalurio apparently thought that the 
Americans would not get this permit 
and thus they would suffer the pen- 
ally, as rules regarding the entry of 
armed aliens into Mexico are seldom 
broken. 


At least, this is the way in which 


two veterans of the Big Bend—Old 
Man John Hannold and his rancher 
leighbor, Tom Miller—figured out the 
plan of Candalario.
